T U B E R C U L IN 
IS 
MADE. 
There seems to bo an Idea In the 
minds of some that the Injection of 
tuberculin Into the system of a cow 
which does not have tuberculosis may 
In some mysterious way develop tho 
disease In her. 
This Is a wrong Idea, 
as will be understood from a descrip­ 
tion of the method of preparing tho 
serum given below, taken from a bul­ 
letin recently published by I>r. C. H. 
Stange of the Iowa Agricultural col­ 
lege at Ames: 
.“A bouillon is prepared with beef or 
veal infusion containing from 4 to 0 
per cent of glycerin. 
This Is placed 
In flasks and sterilized (heated to a 
temperature sufficient to kill all living 
organisms). 
It Is then inoculated with 
a pure culture of the tubercle bacillus 
and kept in an incubator at (J8 de­ 
grees F. 
In the course of a few 
weeks the tubercle bacilli will have 
formed a coarse granular scum on the 
surface. 
The contents of the flask 
are now poured Into a porcelain dish 
and heated until evaporation reduces 
it to one-tenth of Its volume. 
It is 
then filtered through n porcelain Alter. 
The liquid passing through tile tilter 
is tuberculin. 
The heat required to 
concentrate the fluid before filtration 
Is sufficient to kill uli bacilli, while 
the filter removes all the dead bacilli. 
Tuberculin is therefore the bouillon In 
which the tubercle bacillus bas beeu 
grown and contains the toxic material 
produced by Its growth, but the beat 
to which the preparation Is subjected 
effectively destroys all germ life.”

Rome. April 6.—Colonel Roosevelt 
again was besieged by newspaper men 
who sought to draw from him an in­ 
timation of his attitude toward the 
Taft administration. 
He was told of reports circulated in 
the United States to the effect that 
there was a coldness 
between 
the 
president and himself. This did not 
disturb his equanimity or lead him in­ 
to any comment. 
Colonel Roosevelt did not come to 
Rome to learn the wiles of the news 
collector. However. It can be said on 
excellent authority that any report 
that he proposes to repudiate his suc- 
r* asor In the presidency Is a "baseless 
fabrication.”
